tho book for Mr. Bellamy knowing this 
to be tho case. Tho lady will bring suit 
at once to maintain her claim. It the 
courts support her, this will be one of 
the most celebrated cases of literary 
piracy on record. 


Another Whltechapel Theory. 


Dr. Lawson Tait, a London surgeon, 


has put forward a theory in regard to the 
fiendish Whitechapel murders which is 
ingenious enough to figure in one of Poe's 
weird stories. 


Ho says first, the murderer is an epi- 


leptic maniac, and does tho murders 
while tho fit is on, being unconscious of 
tho crime afterwards. Second, the is, 
not a man, but a woman, who gathers 
her splashed and bloody skirt around her 
waist under her shawl Immediately after 
tho deed 'M done, and so escapes de- 
tection. Then, since women are "always 
at the wash tub," sho easily washes out 
the stains and Is not detected. Third, 
the murderer is tome ono employed in a 
slaughter house, and familiar with the 
•way in which animals are slaughtered in 
London. The Whitechapel victims have 
had their throats cut from behind, and 
have then been eviscerated In tho exact 
manner in which a London butcher be- 
gins to dress a sheep. The cuts are long 
and slashing, unlike tboso made cither 
by a surgeon or a novice. Thcro are 
known to bo women employed occasion- 
ally about the London butcher shops. It 
is here, according to Dr. Tait, that de- 
tective* should search for the true clew. 


The First Chinese Railway. 


A great event has happened in China. 


The son of heaven, that is to say, the 
emperor, has issued a decree that a rail- 
way shall be built from Pekin to Han- 
kow. The road will be 700 miles long, 
and will pass through a portion of China 
into which the daylight of western civil- 
ization has never before penetrated. For 
many yean the Liberal party of the 
country have striven to get government 
permission to build a railroad there, but 
in vain. All the old arguments used 
against the first introduction of the iron 
way Into England were rehashed in 
China, with more effect, and in addition 
the peculiarly Chinese objection that the 
road would disturb the graves .of their 
ancestors. Besides, an iron track, with 
black, thundering monsters rushing over 
It, would Invade the sanctity of tho 
earth, make it angry and cause earth- 
quake*. 


At length, however, the Chinese au- 


thorities have concluded to take the 
ricks at once of the wrath of the earth 
and of their ancestors, and construct tho 
road. Its first result will be to give an 
immense impetus to the Internal trade 
of China and after that to foreign com- 
merce. But that it will work any great 
revolution In Chinese customs and civ- 
ilization immediately, is not likely, 
though it will do so ultimately. As to 
that, The London Spectator says: "A 
railway will no more make a mandarin 
hottest than a telegraph will make him a 
Christian." 


Ore.it CIIlew and Great Men. 


London has a population of over four 


millions and a quarter. Lcsa than two- 
thirds of these are native Londoners. 
The re.il are Immigrants, either from 
foreign countries or from other parts of 
Great Britain. Dr. Cantlle, of Charing 
Cross hcHpital, has been making a study 
of vital f-tatigtic* among native London- 
ers, llo linds that the first generation of 
city bnri. ricoplo show signs of physical 
wcakncsi, tho second generation are 
stunlod and dwarfed, while tho family 
dies out with tho third. In crowded dis- 
tricts of the city, born and bred London 
men grow only to an average height of 
4 feet 8 inches. Almost without excep- 
tion mci who attain success and become 
dihtingu Bhed in London life are those 
who came into the city from outside, 
usually from the country. 


The history of London Is the history 


of all gn at cities. Their vigor, their en- 
ergy, tin ir power of achievement, their 
populati"n even, must bo kept up from 
outside 
Great inahsea of human beings 


herded together drain all the ozone from 
the ntm< sphere, so that full mental and 
physical development is stunted. It is 
the rarest exception that city life pro- 
duces a j.reat man. It produces stunted, 
undergrown individuals among tho poor, 
or Idle, r-cklcss young dudes among the 
rich, youtlis who throw to the winds tho 
millions their country bred fathers laid 
up. Then some other country fellow, 
full of vim and hard sense, gathers up 
tho millions in turn, while the former 
owners ;^o to the dngs, and so the pro- 
cess continues. 


No! It is in tho country th.it great 


men are produced. They drift to the 
cities, Ih'-lr todies full of nature's own 
electric life, their souls full of ambition 
to nchioia. Cities are well enough as a 
field of i (Tort for those who had their 
bringing up in tho country, but they are 


not, 
they never can be, the cradle of 


greatnesi,. 


Connecticut Cider. 


At her first election under the se- 


cret ballot 
system, Connecticut has 


taken 0( caslon to defeat prohibition. 
Strangely enough, the fatal blow seems 
to have come from districts counted on 
as friendly to total abstinence, regions, 
in short, where tho word is sometimes 
pronounced "pro-hy-bition." It was in 
tho house of its friends, in the rural dis- 
tricts, they say, that it met its death. 


Without considering Connecticut's fa- 


vorite beverage, cider, the frarners of 
uiw um put lot-other its clauses. Cider 
was rashly included in the list of drink- 
ables forbidden. 
Tho election fell just 


when the Connecticut farmers were har- 
vesting u most abundant apple crop. 
Their clcfamcra do say that these farm- 
era sell w hole, lakes of cider every year. 
What is more, they tuck away into their 
cellar, Bl.inder reports, anywhere from 
threo to seventy-five barrels of it every 
year, to keep tho cold out in winter, the 
heat out in summer, and to keep up the 
spirits in hay and harvest time, and at 
weddings and funerals. 
So, when the 


farmers found cider was to be prohibit- 
ed, Connecticut gall rose in a tidal wave 
and wipod out prohibition. 
Cider is 


called "orchard tea" frequently. One 
agriculturist is said to have remarked: 


'Suppose this 'ere law passes, what in Sam Hill 


bo I gain' trr dow for mince plea this winter? No 
cidor, no pics, that n Rartin "

Tue Story or Co-operation. 


In Tho Now Review Qcorgo Jacob 


Elolyoaka, tho veteran laborer iu the 
muse of union among working people, 
tuiU the history of the co-operative move- 
ment in Great llritain, while M. A. Mil- 
lerand, a member of tho chamber of 
deputies, narrates its progress in France. 


Mr. Holyoake saya that from the so- 


cialism 
<if Robert Owen has grown 


among working people that co-operation 
which is not socialism, but something 
far better and more practicable. The 
first attempts were the co-operative 
stores that have grown to such enor- 
mous proportions in (5 real Britain. 
The 


principle of these is to buy the best ar- 
ticles, sell them at a very moderate 
profit and divide the surplus, not among 
tho shareholders alone, but among the 
purchaser. Stockholders are allowed 5 
per cent, interest on their investments. 
The idea was caught upon the current 
of popular favor and spread throughout 
Great Britain. In the United Kingdom 
we now nearly 1,400. co-operative socie- 


ties aud stoics, with a littlo leas than a 
million members 
Those divide amon 


thpinselvt-3 a profit of 810,000,000 every 
year. For plain, ordinary working peo- 
ple, withoutexccptionul shrewdness, and 
with no time for making plans to enrich 
themselves, this Is not bad. 


From 
distributive co-opeiation 


stores, the next step is distributive co- 
operation in the workshop. The co-opera- 
tive principle of labor is this: Interest is 
tho rent of labor; wages are tlie rent 
capital 
Lalx>r and capital are therefore 


partners. 
Profit is made between them 


and should bo divided between them, 
There are now in the kingdom eighty-six 
co-operative workshops, although they 
como but slowly, on account of tho diffi- 
culty working men havo in getting capi- 
tal. But those established are thriving. 


There is another kind of industrial 


partnership from which Mr. Holyoake 
hopes more than from the co-operative 
workshop. This is the industrial part- 
nership, in which, after working ex- 
peiibes, interest on capital and a reserve 
fund aro deducted, what is left is divided 
with tho laborers. If he knows he is to 
share in tho profits ho helps to make, the 
workingman will naturally seek to make 
that profit as large as possible. 
Mr. Hoi- 


yoake writes of this: 


Profit Bhar!ng will sooner moke progress bf em- 


ployers establishing partnerships of Industry with 
their workpeople, which will enable them to retain 
their best workmen. It la In tho direction of In- 
dustrial partnerships that oo-operation wistfully 
looks. 


In France, M. Mllerand writes that 


many co-operative societies have failed 
through the inexperience of their mem- 
bers. They have also been much ham- 
pered through the rod tape of clumsy, 
and in some instances actually hostile 
legislation. But in France co-operative 
societies for tho sale of food and clothing 
have been brilliantly successful. 
M. 


Millerand gives some space to tha com- 
munity of M. Godin, at Guiso, called the 
Familistore. It is a community in which 
there is not a pauper or a criminal, in 
which no child of 6 is unable to read, 
and none of 14 is without the elements 
of a good education. 
In the factories at 


this co-operative community of Guise, 
there are 000 stockholders whose capital 
amounts to $250,000. France has eighty 
co-operalivo factories. 
The laws have 


been recently mado less burdensome for 
them, and some of them are rich and 
flourishing, under tho republio.

Melinite. 


While Secretaiy Tracy recommends

All that is known is that the new explo- 
sive is prepared from melted picric acid.

Arc llie French Dying Out? 


Looking over their last official census 


report, one is tempted to ask: Are the 
French passing out of existence as a na- 
tion? In 1888 there were less than-a 
million births in all France. Jind in Paris 
one-fourth of these were illegitimate. 
Only for the births out of wedlock the 
population would actually decline from 
year to year. Each year thei e are fewer 
marriages by several thousand. In 1883 
there were 55,118 fewer births than in 


1884 
even, so rapidly does the rate di- 


minish. In 1830 France had a popula- 
tion of 81,000,000. Now she has 38,818,- 


603, yet in 1830 and for ten years preced- 
ing, the average number of births was 
81,000 greater than in 1888. Under such 
circumstances, with her diminishing 
population, thero should be little suffer- 
ing from poverty in France. 
But we 


find there is as much as ever. It would 
be of deep scientific interest to know 
what causes the decline of this slowly 
dying people. 


Yellowstone. 


It has been, said, and it is probably true, 


that no other tract of land sixty miles 
square In the world contains so many 
natural wonders as Yellowstone park. 
Tho park, indeed, might be a bit of land 
from some other planet, pieced into our 
earth, so far as resemblance to any other 
locality is concerned. The canyon of the 
Yellowstone river is a thousand feet 
deep, and the stream plunges into it over 
a precipice 800 feet high. 


The time will undoubtedly come when 


tlie Yellowstone will bo one of tho great- 
est health resorts on the globe. The gey- 
sers or boiling mineral springs are the 
most wonderful feature. 
Some of the 


large ones hurl water to a height of 800 
feet. 
When the silica and other minor 


als held in solution crystallize, orange, 
yellow and red tints of almost unearthly 
brilliancy appear. 
Scientists have de- 


cided 
that tha Yellowstone wonders 


were produced by volcanic action. Vol- 
canic fires far below the surface of tho 
earth heat the waters of underground 
streams into steam. In seeking to es 
cape tho steam hurls the mud and water 
out with it

No bids were re- 
ceived within that limit The secretary 
of the navy then resolved that the gov- 
ernment would undertake the construc- 
tion itself. Ono cruiser is to be built at 
Norfolk, tho other at Brooklyn. 


The vessels will be 300 feet long. Their 


uncommon engine power is expected to 
drive them through the water at a very 
high rate of speed, even possibly exceed- 
ing that of the Baltimora It is calculated 
that they will reach a speed of between 
twenty-six and twenty-seven miles an 
hour. A principal feature in their con- 
struction will be the rapid firing guns 
with which they will be armed, in ac- 
cordance with the requirements of mod- 
ern naval warfare. Two of these guns 
will be placed at the upper end of the 
lower masts, in steel inclosures, on the 
crosstrees. The rapid firing bow guns 
will send a 100-pound steel projectile six 
miles. These powerful new cruisers will 
be fitted out as toipt Jo boats. The prog- 
ress of the government experiment in 
fast cruiser building will be watched 
with much interest. 


A Nejjro League. 


William E. Matthews, a well known 


colored man, lias been making the tour 
of Europe this season. He says his visit 
was an exceedingly pleasant and profit- 
able ono. Everywhere in Europe he 
found colored people treated with polite- 
ness and consideration, even the bar- 
barian negroes from the wilds of Africa. 
Nowhere in foreign lands did ho find his 
color a bar to his associating on terms of 
equality with other cultured gentlemen. 
Only when he returned to his native 
land was he made to feel that he was an 
outcast, a despised inferior. 
While 


abroad, his soul was filled with grief at 
the stories the mails brought, of violence, 
cruelty and insult to his people at home. 
Mr. Matthews therefore calls on Pro- 
fesBor John M. Langston, as the ablest 
representative American colored man, 
to take the lead in forming a universal 
negro league, extending over the world, 
which shall "bring the fragments of our 
race into one mighty hostl" 
Professor 


Langston accepts the task. 


G. L. Garden, writing in The North 


American Review about the navy of the 
future, says our American seamen must 
t>e trained differently if we expect to 
keep up with other nations. Navies aro 
now composed of steamers, not sailing 
vessels. Instead of learning to scale 
masts and rope ladders, naval recruits 
must now be drilled like regular soldiers, 
to fight on land. On shipboard the guns 
do the fighting. Mr. Garden regrets that 
the common seamen in the American 
navy are nearly all foreigners. lie does 
not explain, however, that no self re- 
specting American boy will submit to the 
petty tyranny imposed on him by old 
and young snobs in the navy. 
If Shake- 


speare had lived in our time, be would 
have reconstructed one of his most fa- 
mous passages to read: There's a divini- 
ty doth hedge an American naval oGcer.

ner," 
said Mr. Edison on his return. It

whence so much has already come, 
generally have thirty or forty inventions 
under way all the time, but many of 
them don't pan out, you know." On the 
whole, it is rather a eatisf.iction to k-rmw 
that even Edison fails in some things he 
tries to do. 


One of the u'rst things he will attempt 


is the transmission of sight over long dis- 
tances 
lie believes that if sound vibra- 


tions can bo transmitted over wires thero 
is no reason why light vibrations cannot 
be sent on the same principle. If his in- 
vention is succebsful, we shall presently 
not only talk to our friends over wires, 
but actually see their faces. 
Edison says, 


also, that he has not yet given up the 
idea of obtaining electricity direct from 
coal 
"I'm still working at it, and I shall 


get it ono day." 


It thus is plain that the wizard does 


not have His inventions come to him all 
in a flash, like an inspiration, but that 
he toils at them long and patiently, 
sometimes for years. Meantime, if he 
were to die to-morrow, he would still 
probably be the greatest inventor of the 
Nineteenth century. His finest achieve- 
ment is perhaps the phonograph. Then 
there are duplex telegraphy, the divided 
electric light for illuminating the inte- 
rior of buildings, and the stock indicator. 
His minor inventions are numbered by 
the score.

"All this talk about book agents being sue! 


a disreputable lot is tbe worst sort of bosh, 
said the manager of one of Chicago's subscrip 
tion book houses to a reporter. 


"There are plenty of men who date the! 


start in life to a prospectus and a 'victim,' as 
the funny man calls the agent's customers. 
It's a good way for n young man with euer 
gy, push and a determination to succeed t< 
make a little capital to enter another busi 
ness. Tho only capital a book agent needs is 
self confidence, or gall, if the name will sui 
you better, and indomitable industry. 
Un 


less a man has this be will not stay in th 
book business long, and it will be few men 
that he talks to death. 


"Of course the life of a canvasser has its 


drawbacks, and so has the life of a bun! 
president. Trie agent must accustom himsel 
to insults and rough treatment, and mus 
preserve his temper, no matter what bappeus. 


THE TRAINING. 


"What sort of training do \vo give our 


agents? Well, we tell them all we have 
learned of the business aud then start them 
out with instructions to ask us any questions 
they may choose to in regard to objections 
that may be raised by intended customers. 


"Among the instructions we give are the 


methods of approaching meu and introducing 
the business in a manner that will attract a 
person's interest and gain his confidence. 
That onco done, it is an easy matter for the 
clever agent to complete the sale, even if the 
work is valueless aud is selling for three times 
tho price it should. 


"Then we instruct all agents to avoid dis- 


cussing politics or religion and to acquiesce 
in all propositions mado by the victim when 
such acquiescence does not conflict with tho 
sale of tho book. When an agent engages in 
ti discussion with a man aud provokes him 
into a quarrel, there is little hope of a salo 
nnd some danger of being summarily ejected 
without a chance to explain the book and its 
supposed merits. The agent must learn how 
to talk enough and not to talk too much. 
This is a thing that it would be well for all 
persons to learn, and the earlier they learn it 
tho better it is. 


"I was an agent for several years before I 


was promoted to the position 1 now hold, 
and I know the business from one end to the 
other. After a man has been in the work 
long enough to become accustomed to all 
sorts of people aud all kinds of treatment it 
Is quite an enjoyablo life. The book agent is 
lis own boss and does not havo to work when 
10 doesn't feel like it. If ho is industrious 
and understands his business he makes fairly 
;ood wages aud can afford to take a lay off 
ouco in awhile. 


"The training a young man acquires travel 


ing around with a prospectus under his arm 
is perhaps tbo most valuable for a busin 
life that he could get. It gives him self con- 
fidence and case of manner without assurance 
or embarrassment. 
He gets a knowledge of 


numun nature that is invaluable and learns 
;o influence and control his fellow beings. 


"It takes a higher order of ability to sell 


any kind of article by canvassing than for 
any other business. The agent has to secure 
tiie attention of a man who doubtless looks 
on him with a species of scorn, then he has to 
create a demand for his goods, and then, close 
;he salo. 


"Yes, an agent has plenty of amusing ex- 


>eriences, and he soon learns to look upon life 
with au eye for the humorous. People will 
•esort to all sorts of deceptions to get rid of 
in agent. 


"The successful agent must keep himself 


neat, but must avoid the extreme of seeming 
too dudish or ho will lose the respect of the 
people, and then he might as well quit busi- 
ness. A sale very often depends on a very 
littlo matter. A soiled collar or a disar- 
ranged necktie will attract tho attention of a 
lady aud will prejudice her against an agent, 
and it will be a difficult matter to overcome 
that prejudice. 


HE GOT EVEN. 


"Yes, \vo have 'speeches' or keys for the 


use of agents, but the most successful agents 
do not use them. That is, they do not follow 
it word for word, but simply take it as a gen- 
eral plan for thocuiivass. Unless the agent 
has something to say aud can say it in a 
fluent and easy manner he will not be able to 
hold the attention of a man even after he has 
secured it. 
Very often we send agents out 


who havo no idea of their own, and who 
learn the speech and then deliver it in a 
monotonous sing song tone that would tire 
a person to death. As a general thing the 
agent soon assumes a more natural tone and 
manner, nnd is soon able to talk fairly well 
at random. He either acquires this ability 
or has to quit the business for lack of success. 


"I remember once, when making a canvass 


that was rather long, I was talking very rap- 
idly and in a low tone to a lady seatei by 
my side. On the other side of the room was 
a young lady I learned was married, and thut 
her name was Clara. She interrupted me sev- 
eral times, ncclaringthat I talked faster than 
an)' one she ever heard speaking, and that 
she could not understand one word I said. I 
assured her that I did not care if she could 
not understand, as I was not showing the 
book to her. The interruptions resulted in 
preventing a sale, or at least I did not make 
the sale, and I laid my misfortune at the 
door of the young married woman. 
Several 


days after, as I was passing in front of an- 
other house, I saw Clara, her husband and 
several others seated on a porch near the 
sidewalk. 


"Before I reached the house she made some 


remark about a 'book agent,1 and tho others 
looked down my way and smiled. I saw iny 
chance nnd 1 eagerly seized it. Just as I 
passed the porch and as all their eyes were 
on me I tipped iny hat and said: 'Good morn- 
ing, 
Clara.' You should havo seen her face 


as well as her husband's just then. She could 
not claim that she had never seen me before, 
as she had just been telling them something 
about me—probably how fast I could talk. 
I have au idea that she had somo difficulty iu 
explaining to her husband just how a book 
agent should know her given name and 
should be so intimate with her. Perhaps it 
was an unjust advantage, but I thought she 
had prevented my making a sale and I had 
no compassion in my heart."—Chicago Times. 


Women's Breathing. 


Our readers will doubtless remember the 


claim made by Dr. Thomas J. Mays, of Phil- 
adelphia, that he had succeeded in demon- 
strating that tlio statement made in almost 
every text book on physiology, that it was 
natural for women to breathe from the chest, 
was wrong; that the abdominal type of res- 
piration, as ordinarily observed in men, was 
the natural type of women as well, and the 
costal type as seen in women is the result of 
modern dress. This claim he supported by 
the result of an examination of eighty-two 
American Indian girls. Dr. J. H. Kellogg, 
from an examination of Chinese and other 
women untrammeled by tight fitting dress, 
finds the abdominal ty|>e present in them. 
Other observers, notably Hutchinson, in 
twenty-four girls whose waists had never 
been constricted by corsets or other appli- 
ances, found the costal type present.—Herald 
of Health.

Statistics of the Hallways. 


Of the total railroad miloago of tho world 


tho United States now possess nearly one- 
half. At tho end of 1SSS, tho aggregate 
length of all lines in the country was IM.US'.1 


miles, all built in sixty years, the average 
mileage per year being nearly 2,1100 miles. 
But this record of sixty years, wonderful as 
it is, fades into insignificance when compared 
with tho achievements of tho post twenty- 
three years. The total mileage of our rail- 
runds at the clo.su of ISIi'i was ,'15,OS) miles. 
In the twenty-three years since then there 
have been constructed 1^1,00'J miles of new 
road, an average of 5,2(KJ miles per annum. 
During these twenty-three years the country 
has exjK'rianuad three great waves of railroad 
construction, which were checked only by 
exlraordiunry financial revulsions. 


The lust of thesi' great construction waves 


occurred within the eight years previous to 
tho panic, of 1S7S, in which time the mileage 
increasud more than 100 pur cent. The de- 
pression which followed extended through the 
years 1S74-'T8. During 1870 mutters began to 
improve throughout tho country, and this 
feeling was reflected through tho railroads. 
In that year construction increased nearly 
100 per cent, over the preceding year. In tho 
third wave of construction, during tho years 
IbSG-'SB, the new construction aggregated 
28.140 miles, or within fifty-eight miles of tho 
extraordinary record of the three years,
